DAN LOWE 


is about 27 years of age, and un- 
married, He, his two brothers and one sister 
have lived many years with their parents in the 
house just described, whose number is 1433 Sec 
ond Carondelet avenue, The father and the three 
boys are all carpenters, Dan being an exception- 
ally good workman, A fourth son of the same 
mother is Lieut. Bailey of the United States Sig- 
nal Service, and is loeated in the East. About a 
year and a half ago Duan 
heated while at work, and sustained such a stroke 
that be never recovered. Foratime the effects 
did not promise to be serious, but he was flighty 
at times from the day of the misfortune, and 
about a year ago it became necessary to send him 
to St. Vincent’s Asylum. He was kept hand- 
cuffed almost constantly there, but three times he 
has escaped by scaling the high wail of that 
institution, his last dash occurring a nt 
tle ovef two weeks ago. He made no 
very serious trouble on either of the previous oc- 
casions of escape, but the last time he went di- 
rectly home, and, appearing among his startied 
family, charged his father with having been the 
cause of his incarceration, The old gentleman, 
seeing that the young man was mischievousty dis- 
posed, denied the charge and told him that he had 
been sent to the asylum because of the com- 
plaints of two neighbors,. Messrs, Smith 
and Yaeger, one of whom tives in 
a handsome house next door to the Lowes, jand 
the other of whom lives in a large dwelling im- 
mediately across the street. infuriated at the in- 
formation, the crazy man rushed out into the 
street, seized a lot of pieces of macadam, and 
smashed a large number of the front windows of 
both the houses mentioned, creating a great panic 
among the inmates. Theu he re-entered his own 
home, took up his quarters in one of the little sec- 
ond floor rooms with his younger brother, apd has 
been there ever since. He had such a violent 
autipathy for the asylum, that the old folks deter- 
mined to try to take care of him at home. The 
nelenbors, however, were naturally alarmed at 
his proximity, as he was liable at any time, ina 
violent fit, to sally out and do some terrible deed, 
especialiy since he attributed his ineareeration 
to them. The police were notified and the case 
was lookea into, but it was found impossible to 
reach the lunatic without using violent means, as 
he would admit no one to his room but his broth- 
er. It was determined to walt for an opportu- 
nity to effect thejcapture,and meanwhile an officer 
was kept constantly on duty at the house asa 
protection to the neighborhood, There were no 
further incidents till Tuesday, when the neigh- 
bors renewed their compiaint, and Sergeant Gar- 
vin was told to take a force,

and take him to the asylum. The 
sergeant took several men, canvassed the place 
and discovered that he had avery dimeult duty 
to perform. one which seemed certain to be 
attended with bloodshed.

It was agreed that on Wednesday the family 
should vacate the premises and give the police 
full swing, but Dan somehow heard of the 
arrangement, and made up his mind to get one 
more breath of air before the final strain.

MANUFACTURED A LARGE SHIELD, 
to which he affixed apair of wooden handles 
whieh would enable bim to hold it up 
in front oi him. With this in advance he mounted 
the stairs, followed by the starry squad. Arriving 
on the landing be made adash at the door and 
clapped the shield against the opening in time to 
keep a number of savage jack-planes aud chisels 
from coming out. He held it there while his com- 
rades began to hack away at the lower half of the 
door.

McHugh’s crime was 
witnessed by everybody in sight in the crowded 
street.

When he came to trial he abandoned the denial, 
and made thegdelense of drunkenness. He also 
charged bis wife with unfaibfulness. The trial 
was a long one, lasting two weeks. Wiliam H. 
Pugh, now Prosecuting Attorney, defendea bim, 
and Judge Moore presided, The verdict was 
murder in the first degree. A motion for a new 
trial was made and it was overruled in the Dis- 
trict Court, and then taken to the Supreme Court, 
where it was granted, on the ground that a juror 
sat in the case who, upon his examination, said 
he hadformed and expressed an opinion as to 
McHugh’s oe rem what be had read of the 
case, but felt able, notwithstanding this, to render 
a true verdict from the testimony ana the charge 
of the court. pon reaching this re- 
eult Pugh withdrew the case, and 
a the second trial, before Judge 
Avery. Hon. Sam F. Hunt conducted the 
defense, when for a second time a verdict of mur- 
der in the first degree was rendered, and again 
the case went before the Supreme Court. That 
tribuuval for the second time set aside the verdict 
and granted a third trial.

WHAT WE NEED. 

The Philadelphia Telegraph expregses the 
opinion that the most imperative need of the 
country is an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion making the President of the United 
States ineligible for a second term. In the 
opinion of the Telegraph the need of such an 
amendment has been apparent for half a 
century, but never so clearly as now. 

How would it do, as a substitute, if some 
arrangement could be made by which the 
people of the United States could be enabled 
to cast a free vote for the candidate of their 
choice and to install in office the man whom 
they had elected? 

How would it do to take the hand of fed- 
eral power away from the throat of politics 
so that the service established for the good 
of the people would not be prostituted to 
maintaining party supi 

What we need is some arrangement by 
which the whole domain of politics will be 
freed from the constantly impending threat 
of official interference. At one time it comes 
in the shape of corrupt and perjured return- 
ing boards deliberately setting aside the 
votes of States; at another time it shows it- 
self in the sale of judgeships and missions 
and corrupt trafficking with thieves to raise 
the “‘soap” which the nation’s Clrief Execu- 
tive describes with ghastly pleasantry as the 
‘secret of success. To-day it shows itself in 
the shape of cohorts and hordes of official 
hirelings preparing for their quadrennial 
migration to the convention to flaunt their 
defiance against any suche thing as a pretense 
that this country is governed by the free 
voice of the people. 

These are the things for which a real 
remedy is wanted, and the remedy is not far 
to seek. These aspects of our national poli- 
tics form the real and only issue between 
the two existing parties. Tariff reform is 
an issue and civil service reform is an issue, 
but the one great and overpowering issue is 
the question whether this country is to be 
governed by the people or by an office-hold- 
ing oligarchy, irresponsible and self-per- 
petuating. The Democratic party is on one 
side of this question and the Republican 
party is on the other side, and the chief in- 
terest in the whole campaign is in the 
question, Which side will prevail? 


KELLOGG’sS EXPULSION, 

If the House takes no other action to voice 
the people's disgust with the co!lusive man- 
agement of the Star-Route prosecutions, it 
should at least promptly, and by a unani- 
mous vote, expel WILLIAM Pitt KELLOGG 


from his seat as Representative of the Third | 


Louisiana District. . 

He has been constantly in the pay of the 
Government for twenty-hve years. He has 
been Chief Justiee of Nebraska, Collector of 
the Port at New Orleans, Governor of Louis- 
la na, United States Senator from that State, 
and now, with the deep and indelibie brand 
of ashameful guilt upon him, he walks from 
the prisoner’s dock to his seat in the House, 
convicted of using his seat in the Senate 
to bring him large bribes, and to aid a con- 
spiring ring in corrupting other public serv- 
ants and plundering the public Troas- 
ury. His escape from a felon's cell 
is entirely and notoriously owing to the col- 
lusive treachery of Prosecutor GEORGE 
Bliss in postponing and shaping the indict- 
ments so that the statute of limitations could 
run against any conviction under them. 

There is an unwritten statute of limita- 
tions, a mere matter of usage, which protects 
members Of Congress from expulsion for 
acts antedating their membership and pre- 
sumably passed upon by the people in their 
election. Even when a member is expelled 
for cause and re-elected by his constituents, 
that is subposed to wipe out all old scores 
against him until some new misconduct 
entitles him to another expulsion. But, 
after all, each House is sole judge of the 
election and qualifications of its members, 
and may, in its discretion, express its sense 
of any member’s unworthiness whenever he 
becomes a disgrace to his district, and can 
for such cause submit the question to his 
constituents by expelling him. 

Now, if KxlLodd had been formally de- 
clared guilty in court yesterday, instead of 
escaping upon a mere technicality after full 
proof of his guilt, neither an executive par- 
don nor the fact that he committed the 
crime before he became a member of the 
House would have prevented the prompt ex- 
pulsion of the convicted felon from that 
body. Conviction of an infamous crime 
would have sufficed, though the crime itself 
ante-dated his membership. Morally, he 
stands to-day in the eyes of all the world as 
fully convicted and as infamous as if sen- 
tence had been passed and the chains of 
penal servitude were already clanking upon 
his legs. Though accused of this crime be- 
fore his election, it cannot be said that the 
people of .the Third Louisiana District 
passed upon it. “He had not been indicted 
and the proofs we now have of his guilt 
were then unknown, If this House does 
not expel him and send him back to his hu- 
miliated constituents, its standard of hones- 
ty and self-respect must be borrowed from 
the very siums of politics.

Taxing Railways.

We think that the State Board has always been 
assessing railroad property at too low figures. 
For instance takethe Wabash. There are about, 
all told, 3,000 miles in the system, including 
branches, which have been assessed at about 
$5,000 per mile on main line and $3,000 per mile 
on branches. How these figures are determined 
we cannot tell, but we do know that within the 
past eighteen months the managers of this road 
have placed a mortgage on it for 800,000, 000 ana 


n certainly ought to be assessed at as much per 


mile as can be lo ned on it, which would be a 
trifle over $16,000 per mile. We do not believe in 
oppressing corporations but we do not beliey in 
giving them privileges over the people, Lands 
are assessed at about two-thirds their average 
values and we think railroads should be as- 
sessed ihe same way. It is fair to presume that 
those who negotiated this loan on the Wabash 
Road, which inciudes rolling stock, would cer- 
tainly not make a loan to exceed one-half the 
actual value oſ the property, so the trebiing of the 
assessinent will be an actof justice to the tax- 
payers of the State and counties where the roads 
run and only requiring the road to bear its fair 
share of the burden of taxation. We presume the 
other roads of the State occupy the same position 
as to assessed value, and if the State Board has 
any regard for justice to the people tuey will 
equalize this matter. 


Lincoln as the Dark Horse.

Since the New York conventiou, which yirtu- 
ally took both Arthur and Blaine out of the feld 
as caudidates in earnest for the Presidential 
nomination, the probabilities have considerably 
increased that the choice of the Chicago cenven- 
tion may ultimately fall upon Robert Lincoin. On 
the political side Mr. Lincoin enjoys a tortunate 
position. He was selected by Presideut Garfield 
asa member of bis Cabinet. and hence receives 
the benefit of what remaiis of the Garfield senti- 
ment—a by no means incongiderable force in Ohio 
and New York.

JUMPED FROM THE BRIDGE. 


Joseph Farrell Commits Suicide Because 
He Has No Money. 

Joseph Farreli, who, up to 1857, kept a restau- 
rant on Chestnut street, where the Exchange 
now stands, and who, during the past couple of 
years, has been a portiy and famliiar figure iu the 
bucket shops of the Exchange Building, went out 
on the bridge about 7 o’clock last night. and, afte 
depositing bis memorandum book, full of last 
words, in a safe place, climbed over the railing and 
poised for a jump into the river, 
newspaper carrier named Joseph Burtcher saw 
what was intended, and seized the desperate 
man, but was unable to restrain him. He 
plunged into the river, and will probably reach 
the Morgue wien the weather gets a little 
warmer. The letters he leit were several and 
odd. He explained that when he gave up his 
restaurant business to Hart & Scott 
in 57 he had $20,000. He lived in 
a dozen places since then, and had pretty fair 
luck til! 1868, when he went broke’ in Jackson, 
Miss. He next moved to Memphis and from 
there came to St. Louis in 1882, but claims he 
could get no business foothold. He 
left further word that he had just 
come from Mt. Vernon, Illinois, where he went to 
borrow $50, and only succeeded in getting 810.

and place of the meeting to the purty whose pres- 
ence was required, enjoining a promise of the 
sirictest sectecy. The detectives tried hard to 
learn the place selected for the meeting, but none 
would tell. Eva Ostrich, a Levee dealer, was vis- 
ited, but she informed Lawler that 
she did not know him as well 
as she did Detective Desmond, who is now 
in St. Joe, and it was lute yesterday evening be- 
fore the object of the meeting was learned. A 
reporter in search of the details of the matter 
called on Detective Lawler, who asked: “Do you 
know what ‘kchomoppa’ is?

If any 
of the pro y reported stolen is found in the 
second-hand stores, we take charge of it. The de- 
partment has no trouble with the pawushops 
who give any aid when called on. Wher Detect- 
ive Desmond and I were recently assigned to this 
auty we tound it impossible to make one or two 
of the dealers understand the meaning of the 
words stolen property.” This necessitated phil-

So now we step into a sec- 
ond-hand store and salute the proprietor in about 
this shape: Good morning, sir—wie be finden 
sie sich heute?

MIGHT HAVE BEEN STOLEN. 
Use has brought the word to mean any second- 
hand dealer.“ 

The meeting held yesterday on Eighth anda 
Franklin avenue was for the purpose of organiz- 
ing the secoud-hand dealers to resist an ordin- 
nauce passed on March 29, 1884, by the Municipal 
Assembly. The ordinance is framed on the style 
of the pawnbroker’s iaw and defines a secoud- 
hand dealer, or Kkchomoppa, to be any person who 
purchases or sells goods of auy description that 
have been used or transferred from 
the manuiacturer to the dealer aud 
iben received into the possession of third parties. 
According to the second section of the ordinauce 
every second hand dealer shall be licen-ed and 
registered and give bond in the sum of $500 to 
observe the ordinances. It furtber ordains that 
every dealer shall keep a registry giving 
a full and uecuratle description of 
the person selling the goods and 
also of the goods themselves. This book shall at 
all tines be open co the ilispeciion of the police. 
The following section is the main subject of ob- 
jection: “sec. 6. In case any suspicious or known 
dishouest person shalloffor for sale to any second 
band dealer, his employe, agent or servant any 
article of value or virtue, and he or they have 
reason to believe from any clreumsiance that 
tive same has been stolen or aequired by aishon- 
est means, tbshati be their duly to at onee report 
Lhe same io the Chiet of Police or to the officer on 
tlic beatin whieh their place of business is lo- 
cated. Any failure to so report shall be deemed 
to be a misdemeanor and the second-hand dealer, 
is servant, agent or employe, upon conviction 
thereof, thall be fined in a sum not to exceed 

500.“ To this the dealers strenuously ovject aud 
ou the presence of this clause in the orulnance, 
Lhe attempt to declare it unconstitutional is 
uminly based.

The Ohio Valley Not to Turn Into 
a Vast Lake. 


— 


Illustrative Facts From All Parts and 
Periods of the Globe. 


“John F. Ratcliffe rr the startling 
theory that the Ohio Valley is sinking and 
one hundred years hence will be a vast lake. 
He prophesies that the chiid jis living who 
will see a one-hundred-foot rise in the Ohio 
at Cineinnati.”. This paragraph, says the 
Philadelphia Times, which has been going 
the rounds of the newspapers for some time, 
was shown to Professur Lesley. 

“Ratcliffe,” he said, “is absolutely un- 
known to geologists. If there be such a man 
at all he is a humorist Or a crank, and no 
geologist. is either. The theory men- 
tioned in the paragraph is without anv 
foundatign whatever. No fact to sug- 
gest it hds ever been noted. The Ohio Val- 
ley is one of the most solid pieces of terri- 
tory on this globe, and North America, taken 
as a whole, is peculiarly free from changes 
Ot elevation. At the same time the whole 
surface of the earth is undergoing chauges 
constantly, but they are so siow that what 
seems to us an infinite length of time is re- 
quired for an appreciable aiteration of level. 
We know that during the tertiary period of 
geology the western part of South America 
rose thousands of feet. ‘lhe character and 
positions of the formations show this fact, 
but it puts one’s mind to a useless strain to 
try to conceive how many millions 
or billions of years this lifting process 
was going on. Tne Rocky Mountains 
of. this country have risen 6,000 feet in the 
same way. On the other hand, in many re- 
gions of the earth there has been a sinking 
since the tertiary period began. Off the 
coast of Florida the coast survey operations 
have brought up from the bottom of the 
deep sea tue remains of animals that lived 
ages up n ages ago in the bottoms of rivers 
or upon land. The evidence that they were 
not washed out to sea Was abundant. In the 
English Channel, hundreds of feet deep, 
were found rich stores of mammoth ivory. 
The animals had died where the remaius 
were found Jong before there was any water 
there. Of course there are changes, but no 
human being need fear that he will see 
them in operation.” 

SINKING-IN GAVE REGIONS, 

„Have there not been sudden changes in 
the Ohio Valley?“ a 

“Yes. Not a great many years ago there 
Was a sudden sinking of quite a large terri- 
tory on-both sides of the Mississippi, below 
the mouth ef the Onio. Lakes were formed 
in which trees are standing to this day. But 
all such local sinkings are due to volcanic 
disturbances, or the crushing in of the reofs 
of caves. The whole blue-grass region of 
Keutucky rests upon a limescoue foundation 
that is honey-com bed with caves and caverns. 
These fali inevery now and then, just as 
cvai miues cave in. In one case the sup- 
ports are torn away by men, and in the 
other they are worn away by nature. In 
the region of the Mammoth Cave in Ken- 
tucky sink-holes, op places where caves have 
falien in, are to be seen everywhere and un- 
derground streams are numerous. In this 
State the Reading Valley was formed by the 
breaklug down of caves, The Natural 
Bridge of Virginia is part of the root of 
what was furmeriy a cave, and I have seen 
streams in this Slate that run alternately 
above and below ground. Now, the Biue 
Grass Region of Keutacky crosses the Onio 
Kiver at Cincinnati, and if there were to be 
any sinking there it would probably be the re- 
suit of caving in: but no sinking has oc- 
curred.” 

THE OHIO VALLEY LAKE THEORY. 

As to Mr. Ratciilte’s lake theory, Secretary 
Ashburner ef the State Geological Survey 
said: It is absurd, of course. For thirty- 
tive years the various railruad companies in 
the Onio Valley have been taking the eleva- 
tions of the points along their lines, and not 
a single change has been noted. In order to 
form ajake, Pittsburg, which is 745 feet 
above the sea level, would have to sink near- 
ly tothe level of Cairo, which is 322 feet 
above the sea. At the present rate of 
changes in the crust of the earth, this would 
require an infinite number of millions of 
years. Of course a local sinking at any 
point along the river would cause it to 
spread over more ground there aud make it 
deeper, but there is uo fact to show there is 
any such local movement even. 

As to the recent great floods in the Ohio 
Valley Mr. Ashburner was inclined to ac- 
cept the theory that the catting away of the 
forests was a principal cause. A long series 
of observations on the Rhine in Europe had 
shown conclusively that the floods on that 
stream have increased in proportion to the 
destruction of the trees. 

NOT SINKING BUT RISING. 

John G. MeKessun, of Portsmouth, Onio, 
who is stopping atthe Girard House, was 
asked if he had heard anything about the 
settling in the Oh.o Vailey. Not much,“ 
he said. “One of my reasons lor coming 
East was to raise money to do some settling 
for myself. My customers have been very 
slow this winter aud | have great fears— oh, 
you want to know about a general settling 
of the valley? No, I haven't heard any theo- 
ries on that subject, butit don’t siand to 
reason. On the contrary, the valley along 
the river is filling up. It has risen over two 
feet this season and it was lifted nearly two 
feet last. You see those floods when 
they started down the mountalus and hills 
of Pensyivania, West Virginia and Ken- 
tucky, loaded up with mud and they dumped 
it on the valley. Iu my store in Portsmouty 
when the waters went away I could have 
used a sub-soil plow and still would not 
have scraped the floor, My cellar was halt 
filled with yellow ooze and it is not all out 
yet. As for the farmers along the river 
they have all got bran new laud, hut this is 
an advantage, for the mud was gathered 
from the surface and is rich. Many of the 
country turnpikes are now dirt roads and it 
will be time for another fleod before they 
are cleaned.” 

“How about this prophesy of Mr. Rat- 
cliffe, that the child is living who will see a 
100-fvot rise in the Ohio?” 

“Oh, that’s sound sense. After what we 
saw last February one hundred feetis too 
modest. Im nochiid, but I expect to see it 
one hundred and filty fect. It wouldn't 
surprise me to see itdone next year, but I'll 
be ona hilltop when it comes. No more 
island life for me. You can say for me that 
Mr. Ratcliffe, whoever he is, isa crank on 
the subject of sinking, but he touches high- 
water wark in the other direction.”

Modern Champagne Dangerous, 
From the Philadelphia Times. 
“Champagne is not what it used to be,“ 
said a wine merchant yesterday. ‘The old 
process produced pure, wholesome wine, 
but the pew process does not. By the old 
a the juice of the graves is allowed to 


srmentin the casks first. Fermentation, 
you know, is an action of nature that throws 
off impurities, and the more of it you have 
the better. After the cask fermentation the 
wine is bottled, with a little syrup or per- 
haps a few raisins added to produce a 
second fermentation. 

The bottles are then put on racks in the 
vault with the necks down, so that the sedi- 
ment fals upon the cork. Men go through 
the vaults every day for three years and 
take up the bottles and shake them, so that 
each bottle is handed about twelve hun- 
dred times before it is put on the market. 
During that time the corks are chauged 
three times. Now, that is the way true 
champagne is made. The new process turns 
out an inferior article, containing nitrogen, 
and sometimes albumlnous matter as well. 
It is the second or bottle fermentation that 
permits the nitrogen to escape aud com- 
pletes the work of good wine making. The 
new process omits this second fermentation, 
and puts the wine on the marketin two 
months from the time they begin to make it. 
lf a man drinks too mib champagne nowa- 
days he has the most beastiy headache to 
which the flesh is heir, and it 0 laste 
two or three days. ‘That is caused by the 
nitrogen in the champagne, left there by the 
new process. 

“Some of the best known brands are now 
produced by the new process. You see, the 
demand is so great that the old process is 
too slow to supply it, and it will a cold 
day when French wine makers get left ina 
matter of that kind. ‘They not only rush 
the champagne into the market in two 
months, but make it how very largely of 
green, scrubby grapes, and even vi milk- 
sour wines—anything to swell the profits. 

“When the Germans captured Alsace and 
Lorraine. which were the garden spots of 
France, — went through every old ch 
teau and celiar,and drank all the c ee 
they contained. I've heard that ina few 
months the stock was as large as ever.” 

“Yourthink, then, that pure champakne is 
pretty hard to get now? 

*I do, and unless you are very particular 
in your search, the less wine of that name 
you drink the better for you.”

FOSTER ON BADEAU., 


The Latter’s Ailegations Regarding 
Spanish Affairs All Wrong.” 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 2.— Mr. Foster, Miu 
ister to Spain, returned to Washington to-day 
from a visit to Indlaun. His attention being 
called to the charges of Gen. Badeau, late Cousul- 
General at Havana, against the State Depurt- 
ment, be stated that so far as they related to 
the recent commeicial agreement ne- 
gotlated at Madrid for the West 


India trade, Gen. Bideau was entirely unsus- 
tained by the facts, The latter allewed that the 
agreement was so manifestly tmpreper and 1 
considered that in six weeks after tt was sicned 
it had 10 be abandoned and anew one conelud- 
ed.” The facts are that the original agreement, 
signed January 2 last, povided that its 
stipulations should go into effect arel 
Ist. and it is expected that such of Its articies as 
required approval by Spanish Cortes would obtain 
approval before that date. But within two weeks 
after the signing of the agreement a cabinet er- 
sis occurred at Madrid. A pew minstry was call- 
ed to power and the Cortes disselved, This made 
itimpossibie to obiain the action of the Cortes 
before the ist ol March, and 
by mutual consent a new agrermett 
was substituted providing for the putting 
into operation at the time named the articies 
which the two governments already posessed the 
ower to carry out, and tor submitting to the 
sortes When It convened those which the new 
ministry deemed requirea the authorizition of 
that body. The new agreement is 8 
the same as ſhe original one. Gen. Badeau's al-

out the agreement which he says
